The "PossUlen* were otherwise .lefioribed by £NOELSIltO ss "a 
group of :>lder and more experienced *wn who Joined the S0HWL7E-B 'Y5KN group and who 
were humorously called the " Boss i lien" *" This description nl ?e the necessary subject 
matter of Information CAUSA reportedly obtained from police contacts for DK3HX5DK) 
strongly sug^sts a witting role on the part of CAUSA, in spite of EbOELSING** state- 
ment that the group CAUSA belonged to did not know where the information went* 

3, In the absence of other corroborating evldenoe, the accuracy of the infor- 
mation contained in t>ara 2 above depends upon the veracity of Dr. Herbert ENOELSINO, 
and there are some reasons to call this factor Into question* This point Is discussed 
in MGHA-1033, but the conclusions reached In that document cannot in our opinion he 
considered definite* On the other hand, we have not yet found other evidence connect- 
ing EM GETTING with the SClfWE-BTrSeN group except the statements of BN^LSIHG, himself.

forwarded thia material to COK attached to (not to EE), 25 January 1950. 

In tha Interest of expediting the'r transwittal, P)B did not copy or study the letters, 
aa they were of no immediate P)B interest* During June 195b, however, to our surprise 
UTILITY expressed reservations oonoemlng CAUSA (probably on tha basis of CAUSA 'a def- 
inite and dost contact with Dr* Josef MTf£LL£R and members of his circle), and wa soon 
decided to try to <*et the CAUSA le iters beck for atody* Copies of these letters, to* 
gather with other indications concerning JDDKE and allied consideration of CAUSA •*

Jews In an attempt to modify the ef recta of the Nuernberg Lews* In the UJ DRIZZLY con* 
text, the most pertinent of the letters are signed by Dr* Otto T£H7. p Jacob KAISER, and 
Dr* Josef MUELLER, The Jacob KAISER letter dated 31 neoember 19i5 is typical of the 
group and reads In parti 

*FTom 19lt0 on I brought CAUSA together with tha people around Dr, 

and tha Generals BECK and von HAMMERS TLISj 1 too belonged 
to that circle, the aim of which was to have the German people liber*
